An investigation into the activities 
of two alleged diploma mills was begun 
yesterday by Director A. M. Shelton of 
the state department of registration 
and education, following a complaint 
sent from a New York editor to Post- 
master General New in Washington. 

The schools are the Lincoln-Jeffer- 


son university at 64 West Randolph 
street and the National University of 
Sciences at 2923 South Michigan ave- 
nue, the latter run by a Dr. C. C. Fak 
man. The two are claimed to belong 
to the class. of institutions which 

le diplomas in medicine, phar- 
macy, osteopathy, and dentistry to 
“graduates” of correspondence 
courses. 

Degrees by Mail. 

“We have reliable information that 
these diploma mill schools in Chicago 
are granting doctor degrees through 
the mail to pharmacists who are not 
college graduates,” read the letter from 
C. A. Lewis; editor of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Era to the postmaster general. 
“It is estimated that 200 druggists in 
New York City and 2,000 in the coun- 
try have secured these mail order 
pharmacy degrees.” )

that that district and not Asia or 
Africa or other remote points were the 
“cradle of humanity.” 

Indisputable traces of men who ex- 
isted almost at the beginning of .the 
“ice” period of 400,000 to 600,000 
years ago have been found in various 
places in Europe, he declared, “and 
even these are not the first traces of 
the existence of the human race 
there. Stone implements of a more 
primitive type than those used by 
these people and which apparently 
were the tools of men of ages before’ 
also have been discovered.” 

Discovery of the “ Piltdown. jaw,” 
apparently a part of a primitive man, 
in England, also indicates that humans 
existed there in some form during the 
early periods‘ef history, he said. 

Criticizes Science’s Critics. 

Declaring that the last several years 

have witnessed a “retrograde move 


which deal with human evolution—as

ESTATE SHRINKS 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Dec. 28.—[Special.} 
~The colleges, hospitals, and charit- 
able institutjons made beneficiaries in 
the will of the late Henry Clay Frick. 
will receive only 33 1-3 to 40 per cent 
of the amount which it was originail 
estimated they would receive. 

According to atcounts filed in the 
Orphans court, instead of distributing 
$50,000,000 among these institutions, it 
is probable that less than $20,000,000 
will be divided. 

At the time of the death of Mr 
Frick, it was estimated that his estate 
was worth in excess of $100,000,000, but 
the inventories filed show that it wil) 
not reach $80,000,000. There was a big 
shrinkage in the value of the secur- 
ities and stocks that he held. 

Over $10,000,000 has already been 
paid to the federal government for 
taxes and to seventeen different states 
where Frick had property. 

One of the big factors which made 
inroads in the residuary estate was 
the fact that, pending the disposal of 
the stocks and the securities held and 
also the real estate which was sold, the 
beneficiaries who received specific be 
quests were paid interest on their un 
The largest single in- 
terest item was 6600 000 paid to Helen 
Clay Frick, the daughter, who received 
a hequest of $15,000,000 from her 
father.

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SEES CRASH OF 
BUILDING BOOM IN 
PAY RISE DEMAND 


Contractor Warns of 
Danger in Move. 


The prediction was made yesterday 
that Chicago's third greatest building 
boom, which had its inception shortly 
after the Landis award, became effec- 
tive September, 1921, will collapse 
overnight if building trades mechanics 
attempt to force contractors to pay 
more than the present $1.25 an hour 
scale. a 
The prediction was made by Edward 
M. Craig, secretary of.the Building 
Construction Employes’ association, in 
reply to rumors that basic building 
trades expected an increase of 25 cents 
an hour in their new agreements on 
June 1. 

$1.25 an Hour Rate General. 
. “ But.” asserted the employers’ séc- 
petary, “there has been no definite 
talk among the building trades leaders 
on the wage matter. At present prac- 
tically all trades are receiving a unl- 
form rate of $1.25 an hour. This was 
established when the Landis award ex- 
pired. In the award a differential wage

“The peak in building mechanics’ 
wages has been reached,” asserted Mr.

EIFFEL TOWER 
BUILDER DIES: 
NOTED INVENTOR 


[Chieage Tribune Foreign News Service.) 
PARIS, Dec. 28.—Alexander Gustave 
Eiffel, the designer and builder of the 
Eiffel tower and ‘inventor of the use of 
structural steel for building, 
at the age of 91. 

Graduated from the Central school of 
Paris in 1865, M. Eiffel sprang into 
prominence through solving the con- 
struction of a steel bridge across the 
Gironde, near Bordeaux, where the 
muddy bottom of the river necessitated 
the sinking of a stone and concrete 
foundation. M. Eiffel invented a 
method of working in pneumatic cais- 
sons at a high temperature and pres- 
sure. 

In 1889 M. WBiffel constructed the 
Eiffel tower, 990 feet high, for the 
world’s fair in Paris. Since 1900 spas- 
modic movements have been started to 
dismantle the tower on the ground 
that it was not artistic and was an 
eyesore to the beautiful city. In 1912 
the municipal authorities adimost de- 
eided to tear down the tower, but it 18 
reported that the ministry of war in- 
tervened because of the growing use- 
fulness of wireless. During the war

are as bad as the worst. And in that 
case, any one who permits a news- 
paper to enter his home is either evil 
minded or foolish.” 

In rebutting this idea, the speaker 
declared that the public ought to know 
that many newspapers refuse hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually 
from dishonest advertisers wishing to 
exploit some dubious enterprise.
